Proper procedure for securing state 
aid on township roads and the reward 
act were the subjects discussed this 
morning at the annual convention of 
township supervisors and auditors of 
Adams county, which was held in the 
Photoplay Theatre, Baltimore street. 


The attendance at the meeting w’as 
larger than usual and at the roll call 
of the morning session forty 
eight 
supervisors and forty four auditors 
answered to their nam es.

The meeting was called to order at 
10:341 a. rn., by the president, D. C.

is the allowance made of $3.00 per 
Hay and 4 cents oer mile for the trip 
to and from the convention which is 
allowed each ruoervisor and auditor 
by the commissioners for Ms aTteTRf- 
ance.

An alarm of 
fire a t 7:20 
o’clock 
Tuesday evening caused great excite­ 
m ent in town and 
several hundred 
people quickly gathered on 
Hanover 
street at

T reasurer Roy E . Zinn, whose house 
was reported on fire.* The alarm was 
fortunately false. 
Some 
passerby 
had noticed sparks issuing from the 
chimney of the Zinn house and sent 
in an alarm which called the G ettys­ 
burg

with

trpck to the scene. 


Monday afternoon, M rs. Zinn had a 
fire in the fireplace in the living room 
and that evening as but a few glowing 
em bers 
remained, Mr. 
Zinn threw 
several dry shingles on the fire to r e ­ 
new it. 
This 
caused a shower 
of 
sparks to emit from the chimney and 
led some of the neighbors to believe 
that the house w as afire. 
Mr. Zinn 
was notified and afte r an investiga­ 
tion, advised the telephone exchange 
th at the alarm was a false one and 
th at the fire departm ent be notified, 
but hie message was too late to head 
off* the firemen. 


It was fortunate that no fire exist­ 
ed, because a stiff breeze was blowing 
at the time and when the firemen re­ 
ceived the call, they were unable tc 
sta rt the engine in the motor truck. 
It is said that the batteries to 
the 
s ta rte r were worn out and it 
was 
necessary to 
crank 
the engine by 
hand, which consumed the first valu­ 
able minutes a fte r the alarm wras re­ 
ceived. 
A fter the truck had arrived 
on the supposed scene of cDeflagration 
the firemen again experienced trouble 
in getting the machine 
back to the 
engine house. 
When they did arrive 
there however, it w as found that the 
engine had probably 
been tam pered

Contracts are now being let in P er­ 
ry, Juniata and Snyder counties 
for 
improved roads 
in those counties 
on 
the W ashington-Buffalo route

The 
new stretch of road

As a result of this attitude, It Is 
almost Impossible to get any direct 
legislation protecting farm children. 
Farm child labor exists in three 
forms—First, where children work 
for their own parents on the home 
farm ; second, where they hire out 
to others for wages; third, where 
they work with their parents under 
contract te others. The form most 
prevalent in any given legion va­ 
ries with the stage of agriculture. 
Usually each farm section passes 
through three stages, exploitation, 
specialization 
and 
diversification. 
The first stage Is the boom period 
when the region is opened up. 
Families move In, take up land and 
Aim to get as much out of it as 
possible and as quickly as pos­ 
sible an i move on. 
The labor 
supply Is strained. 
Families are 
migrating. 
Child labor reaches an 
unfortunate point. 
School facili­ 
ties are inadequate. 
Proper home 
conditions are totally lacking and 
recreational and moral surround­ 
ings at a low ebb. While the child 
usually works for his own parents 
his condition Is about as bod as 
when he works for others. 
In the second stage, that of special­ 
ization, the region has discovered the 
crop to which it is best adapted 
and gone in for it heavily. 
It is 
in these one crop regions where 
farming Is in the second stage that 
the greatest amount of child labor 
and Its worst form Is found. The 
children of farm laborers and ten­ 
ants are the chief sufferers rattier 
than the children of the owners of 
farms.

In seventeen states agriculture* Is 
specifically exempted from the pro- 
vKions of the child labor law regu­ 
lating the age and the number of 
hours the children may work. 
In 
the other .states there is no definite 
exemption, but agriculture Is not 
listed in the law. 
Why are such conditions allowed 
to exist? 
In the first place, the 
general public, Including parents 
and law makers, are under the 
erroneous Impression 
that farm 
work is not only not Injurious to 
children hut Is actually beneficial. 
At a recent hearing in the senate 
in Washington when the question 
of exploiting child labor by the 
sugar beet Industry came up, Sena­ 
tor Heed 8moot said perfectly con­ 
scientiously, “So fyr# as child labor 
in my state is concerned, it is a 
Godsend to ti e children. Ii

Some of them earn as high 
as three dollars a day.” 
Senator Smoot did not add, be­ 
cause he probably does not know, 
that, in Colorado, the work Is so 
much more extensive and the sys­ 
tem of school administration so In­ 
ferior to that In his own state, that 
It also keeps the children out of 
school and that In the majority of 
cases the children themselves do 
not receive or have the spending of 
the money they earn.
